Had q uite a long 
ride in the trucks to a large town 
where we were each paid $25 of the 
pay due us, given a whole new out­ 
fit of clothes and a hot bath. Gee, 
but that sure did m ake me feel like 
a new man. 
It was the first bath in 
six weeks 
and 
I havn’t 
had 
any 
cooties now for 
5 
days. 
Cooties 
don’t bite me like they do some peo­ 
ple but the feel 
of 
them 
moving 
around is uncomfortable. 
They hold 
athletic meets and 
conventions 
at 
times and they sure are 
active. 
I 
pick t he in off every day but there are 
always a few 
somewhere. 
Thank 
goodness I haven’t lice 
like 
some 
have. 
Well. I’m clean now for at 
least ten days, so I 
should 
worry. 
There are three of us in the hotel 
room and I have an army cot with 
fine mattress, sheets and blankets to 
myself. 
Have a fireplace, two full 
length mirrors, hot and cold water 
right in the room and large 
closet. 
We eat in 
a 
large 
dining 
room, 
French style, one dish at a time, arn^ 
Uncle Sainmie pays the bills. 
The 
hotels in this town are 
all 
larger 
than the Nachusa House and made 
of stone or marble. 
You 
see, 
in 
peace times this is one of the four 
famous baths in the world. Rich peo­ 
ple and royalty have used the same 
room I ’m in but I ’m 
an 
American 
soldier, so am just as good as they 
are. 
There are two hot springs just 
above the hotel, one- alum, and the 
other sulphur. 
The Romans started 
the baths here about 200 B. C., but 
now there is a building about 3 00 by 
150 feet and 3 or 4 stories tall. Two 
swimming pools, one free to Ameri­ 
can soldiers and hundreds of baths, 
tub and showers. 
I went up into the 
•Ht.nes, about. 
200 feet in the Mil 
'■h o sprinss. 
The water rut the 


caves out of limestone rock (it is 
about 13 0 degrees hot). 
My hotel is 
called Astoria of Arc Remain. 
The 
Are Romain comes from a large Ro­ 
man arch erected by the Romans to 
the family of Campanus about 200 
B. C. 
About 75 yards west is the olu 
Roman temple to Diana, camouflag­ 
ed by a modern roof and stone sup­ 
ports. 
There is a stone coffin there 
dug up when they excavated for the 
hotel, also lots of old Roman coins, 
tools, etc., and some art work. 
The 
Casino used to be the second largest 
gambling place in the world, but now 
the ^ . M. C. A. has 
the 
property 
leased and they sure art' doing some 
good work for the 
boys 
on 
leave. 
They have at least 3 0 American men 
and women besides French 
helpers 
and conduct trips 
to 
Mt. 
Revard, 
Houtec.ombe Abbey, and other points 
of interest, organize ball games, ten­ 
nis and athletics, have a lunch coun­ 
ter. large reading and writing room, 
pool and 
billiards, 
large 
theater, 
about twice the size of the old Dixon 
opera house, 5-reel^ moving 
picture 
shows, run a m iniature 
postoffice, 
and act as big brothers and sisters to 
all the boys. 
In (he 
theater 
they 
have regular professional vaudeville 
show, full orchestra and all. 
Show 
lasts about two hours ami 
is 
free. 
They run a canteen, where they sell 
chocolate bars, 
cigarettes, 
tobacco, 
shaving supplies, etc., at cost. 
To­ 
bacco costs about one-third what it 
costs, retail, in the States. 
At 
the 
lunch counter you get a cup of coffee 
or chocolate for 5 cents, bread but­ 
ter and jam, 4 and 5c a slice, cook­ 
ies 2 0c a pck. and the two shifts of 
four girls at the counter, cashier and 
I don’t know how many in the kitch­ 
en are working at top speed all the 
time. 
They have all kinds of m aga­ 
zines and papers in the reading room, 
free paper and en velo pe in writing 
room, and there are always a coupb 
hundred fellows writing. 
If people 
could see the pleasure the boys get 
of these things they never would be­ 
grudge any amount of money give 
to it. 
The only,place a person needs 
money is for boat and carfare on the 
trips, for cauteen and lunch counter, 
souveniis, etc. 
A man could have a 
fine time and never spend a cent. 
From Mt. Revard we can see 
Mt. 
Blanc, iho highest peak in 
Europe, 
and it is in Switzerland, 
the 
New­ 
foundland pass, where 
I lie 
monks 
keep the dogs that rescue 
travelers 
lost, and some of the most, beautiful 
scenery you could hope to see. 
Be­ 
lieve me, it surely is a treat to me 
because since I’ve been over here in 
France this is the first t ime I ’ve been 
in a country that w asn’t desolated to 
a greater or lesser extent by the work 
of the Huns, and the first, time I ’ve 
had a chance to stop in a town of any 
Size at all. 
I can wear my first ser­ 
vice stripe now, a gold “ V” on the 
left lower coat sleeve, donating six 
months in the A. E. F. 
I wonder if 
I'll be wearing more than tw • when 
I come home. 
Things look good and 
the boys are determined to 
finish 
the job right, so here’s 
hoping 
it 
won’t be many months before we can 
come back. 
Believe me, the Ameri­ 
can boys are the stuff and all our al­ 
lies are handing them credit. 
This 
old war sure has 
brought 
the 
al­ 
lied nations in a much closer and 
better understanding than they en­ 
joyed before and it will last. 
Love to all the folks,
